($5.18); fuel and light $2.16 
($1.74); clothing $5.69 ($3.29), 
home furnishings and services 
$3.95 ($2.42); and miscellaneous

payments for medical and dental 
bills, personal care, transporta- 
tion, recreation and iife insur- 
ance, All estimates are based on 
official government figures. 

If Toronto welfare council 
figures were again used on these 
individual items, however, the 
comparison between 1929 and this 


year would show an even wider 


spread, Similarly, on the same 
basis, the other major Canadian 
centres would show somewhat 
higher basic living costs than 
those given by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics

With Demagoguery 


If a Republican Congress in 
the U.S. abandoning responsibil- 
ity, had wished seriously te em- 
barrass a Democratic president, 
while subordinating the national 
interest to that objective, it 
would have 
granted him 
blanket powers 
to halt inflation. 

He then would 
have failed, or 
been forced to 
take highly un- 
popular meas- 
ures.

wages with ever-decreasing 
prices; high subsidies to farmers 
and cheap food; a foreign policy 
based on staving off the final 
collapse of friendly states by 
loans, and exports of needed 
goods, with no sacrifices at home;

increased distribution; and so on

There Is 
No Secret 

There is no secret about in- 
flation. Inflation occurs when 


there is more money im circula- 
tion and more demand for goods 
than there are goods to purchase. 
It occurs when full employment 
creates competition for labor, 
when credit is easy, and when 
the sellers are masters of the eco- 
nomic situation. This is what 
everybody wants—labor, associ- 
ated producers, farmers, merch- 
ants, rich men, poor men 

At the producing end selling 
end it is a bonanza, and every- 
body contributes to promote it 
Labor, taking advantage of the 
demand, ups its wages. Investors 
and all private entrepreneurs, in- 
cluding farmers, up their profits, 
And a good time is had by all, 
until the producers realize them- 


selves as consumers, Then they 
find that when they have to pay 
the carpenter, the plumber, the 
farmer (through the food mar. 
ket), the investor and all the 
other producers (their collective 
producing selves), their money 
goes right through their pockets 
And they are no better off thay 
before, but at a point worse oft 

Then they do not reason and 
say: Obviously we must produce 
more. We must work harder, 
longer, and more efficiently, W 
must take smaller profits, W 
must save rather than spend; we 
must demand economy of govern- 
ment; we must deplore cheap 
credit, 

No, they cry: force the inves- 
tor to abandon his profits; force 
the farmer to reduce his stand 
ard of living; force the workers 
to rol] back their wages—each 
group of producers demanding 
that all other groups sacrifice 
except themselves — and the 
majority usually crying to the 
government, “control prices!" 

But the government cannot con- 
tro] prices. It can only control 
people. It can order banks to 
raise the interest rate; cut down 
subsidies; reduce purchasing 
power by taxation; fix wages; 
ration goods, and siphon off 
profits and excess purchasing 
power into the government trea- 
sury—which won't help unless the 
government itself does not spend 
what it siphons off. 

All these measures will he 
highly unpopular, for they will 
hit the people as producers. And 
furthermore, if measures are no 
undertaken with utter objectivity, 
thinking of the whole and pan- 
dering to no group; :f they are 
carried too far and any major 
mistake is made; if even a major 
guess goes wrong, the cure will 
be worse than the disease, The 
patient cured of the fever of in- 
flation will freeze in depression.

In 1933 the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration set out to cure the oppo- 
site disease from the present one 
The crisis was deflation—moré 
goods than purchasing power 
The appropriate remedy was gov- 
ernment spending, 

The cure for the present dis- 
ease is the opposite treatment, 
but meanwhile the drug has 
proved habit-forming.

Three years ago today Japan 
surrendered unconditionally to 
the Allies and Japanese War Min- 
ister Korechika Anami commit- 
ted suicide in accordance with the 
code that only death can wipe out 
the dishonor of having failed the 
Mikado in an emergency 

Allied victory celebrations 
swept around the world which 
longed for peace, The most awful 
conflict that men ever had known 
was over—-or 80 most thought 
There would, of course, be the 
usual hard times which follow 
every war, but there would be a 
quick recovery, and our new 
United Nations would guide us 
into an era of tranquility and 
goodwill 

That's what we thought only 
three years ago. Now we realize 

unless we have lost our wits 
altogether—that the war against 
the Axis was transformed into the 
world revolution for the spread 
of Communism. It was done so 
smoothly that only now are the 
democracies awakening to a reali 
zation that they are engaged in a 
fresh war which is far more dan 
gerous than anything the evil 
mind of Hitler conjured up 

Moscow laid the ground work 
for this war by signing the non- 
aggression which enabled Hitler 
to launch his attack in Poland 
Russia anticipated aonther world 
war and figured on taking ad- 
vantage of it for the spread of 
Communism, What they couldn't 


foresee was that they would be 
caught in the early phases of the 
conflict and so hurt that they 
couldn't take full advantage of 
the outside world’s weahneneel, ay 

Those are facts which are al- 
most unbelievable to the charit- 
able western mind, but the sooner 
we recognize the cold truth that 
Communism is out to bring us 
under its totalitarian rule, the 
better off we shall be. 

The Reds have been slowed 
down and are being held fairly 
well along their line through 
Central Europe, There is a fair 
chance that Western Europe will 
set on its feet in time to prevent 
the Communists from taking 
possession of more governments 
by strong-arm methods, If that 
happens the cold war in Europe 
will settle down to one of attri- 
tion-—of Communist infiltration, 
esplonage and sabotage, But the 
conflict will continue. The war- 
fare will go on until Communism 
either demonstrates it is what 


the world wants, or hangs itself.

Pity the person, child or grown-up, who is a 
atranger to praise, “The applause of a single human 
being,” the renowned Dr. Samuel Johnson once said, “‘is 
of great consequence.”’ Just as flowers need sunshine, 
so do human beings need the little compliments and 
praises that give them new zest in their daily lives 
and solace them in times of difficulty. 

What individual has not seen the glow of pleasure 
in a child's eyes when an elder praises him for some 
service performed? What husband has not observed 
the sudden beauty on his wife's face when he pays her 
an unexpected compliment? Where is the worker who 
has not felt a new interest in his job, an increased 
willingness to do his best, every time his employer has 
taken the trouble to laud him for some task well 
done? 

There are strong-fibred souls who do not seem to 
need appreciation, But the ordinary mortal must have 
a reasonable amount of praise and encouragement. It 
is not necessary that he get a eulogy for everything 
he does, All he needs to sustain his morale is to hear a 
word of praise sufficiently often to make him feel his 
efforts are worthwhile. Andrew Carnegie used to say 
the average person puts about 25 per cent of his energy 
into his work. Perhaps more praise for good workers 
might raise the percentage, 

Actors admit that their greatest satisfaction comes 
from the generous applause of appreciative audiences, 
And since all of us are performers on the stage of life, 
it is only natural we should expect some form of recog- 
nition when occasion demands, Rare is the man who 
is not discouraged when he has performed some out- 
standing feat or service only to be met by a silence 
or apathy that spells either indifference or ingratitude. 

Appreciation must, of course, be reciprocal. There 
are people who are greedy for praise, but are them- 
selves loath to bestow a word of encouragement on 
others. We don’t want or expect the world to turn into

Local stores in September of 
1938 were advertising « shoulder 
veal roast at 8c per pound and 
rump roast at 19¢c per pound, Beef 
liver was selling two pounds for 1%¢ 
and a sirloin tip roast at 2le per 
pound, 

Nine years later in ‘47 the ad-| 
vertisements were reading differ-| 
ently. A spring shoulder of lamb 
no longer was selling for 10c per 
pound but for 27¢ and rump roast 
once selling at 19e per pound had 
jumped to 4lc. 

Price tags on other cuts of meat 
were very different in 1947 to (hose 
in 1938, 

Baby beef liver was selling for 
23¢ per pound, round steak roast 
for 42c and a cross rib for 29¢ per 
pound, 

But 1948 brought a still different 
picture—different in that prices 
were still on the increase.
